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Referendum on Curasao’s future opens old wounds 


A referendum on the future of Curapao within the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands is dividing the nonulation of the Caribbean island.

Almost 119,000 voters on 
Curasao, a former Dutch 
colony in the Caribbean, 
will get a say in the future 
of their island this Friday. A 
referendum offers a choice 
between 6 si’ or 4 no’ to a deal 
brokered between the local 
Curasao government and the 
Netherlands. If the population 
agrees, the Dutch state will 
take responsibility for 1.7 
billion euros of the Dutch 
Antilles debt - most of which 
was built up by Curasao. 
But in exchange the Dutch 
want supervision over state 
spending and the maintenance 
of law and order. 

The Dutch say the deal is a 
final offer. But the opposition 
parties in Curasao are offended 
by the agreement made 
between the governments; 
they accuse the Netherlands 
of neo-colonialism. 

The relationship between the 
Netherlands and its former 
Caribbean colonies has 
always been thorny. Curasao 
is currently part of the Dutch 
Antilles, a seperate country 
within the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands. But that country 
is set to be disolved next year. 
What it will be replaced with 
is currently the subject of 
intense debate. After years of 
negotiations, the scenario on 
the table now is that Curasao 
and St. Maarten will become 
independent countries - as 
Aruba already is - within 
the kingdom, whereas the 
remaining smaller islands 
Bonaire, St. Eustatius 
and Saba - will become 
special municipalities of the 
Netherlands itself. 

The latest polls indicate the 
referendum race is too close 
to call. If the si-vote comes 
out on top, the transition will 
proceed as planned, as will 
the restructuring of most of 
Curasao’s debt. But if the no¬ 
camp wins, the consequences 
are far from clear. 

Threat to cut off funds 
Antillean prime minister 
Emily de Jongh-Elhage has 
said she will resign if the 


no camp prevails, but her 
coalition government may 
still decide to disregard the 
result of the referendum. 
In the Netherlands, prime 
minister Jan Peter Balkenende 
and a majority in parliament 
have threatened to cut off the 
funds needed to restructure 
Curasao’s finances if the deal 
is turned down. Ank Bijleveld, 
the deputy minister for national 
affairs who is responsible 
for the relationship with the 
islands, said she hopes the 
people of Curasao realise 
this is an unique opportunity. 
“They should not expect to 
get more money for the debt 
restructuring by saying no. 
It may even become less, 
because we are experiencing 
some serious financial 
problems in the Netherlands 
too,” Bijleveld said. 

But according to Douwe 
Boersema, a professor 
of constitutional law, the 
Netherlands is obligated under 
UN decolonisation laws to 
start new talks with Curasao 
regardless of the outcome of 
the referendum. 

The Dutch government is 
well aware that it has to use 
the momentum and reach 
a deal before the end of its 
current mandate, because 
enthusiasm for the plan is 
quickly evaporating in the 
Netherlands. The populist 
Party for Freedom - which 
is getting high scores in the 
opinon polls - has already said 
it wants to rid the Netherlands 
of the islands completely. 
Rooted in a history of slavery 
On Curasao itself, opposition 
attempts to convince the 
population to vote no caused 
chaos on one of the main roads 
on the island this week. A 
string of cars blocked the route 
from the capital Willemstad 
to the airport. In front of a 
shopping mall, supporters of 
the opposition party MAN 
handed out gadgets expressing 
their affiliation with the no¬ 
camp. Drivers abandoned 
their cars - motors running - to 
collect stickers, T-shirts and 
small flags. 

Curagaoans are being asked to 
say yes or no to the question: 


“I approve of the result of 
the round-table conference 
to come to an autonomous 
Curasao within the kingdom”. 
But the dispute has moved far 
beyond that proposition. 

The negotiations have opened 
up all sorts of old wounds, 
and the historic differences 
within Curasao society now 
seem stronger than ever. In a 
country rooted in a history of 
slavery and colonialism, the 
divide between yes and no 
runs mostly along racial and 
economic lines. 

The whiter, richer and more 
educated people are more 
likely to vote in favour of the 
deal, while the less privileged 
black population leans towards 
no. 

Traditionally, it has been 
the poorer segment of the 
population that clings to the 
security of close ties with the 
Netherlands, while the local 
intelligentsia says it is fed up 
with Dutch “interference”. 

Fed up with both sides 
But Sonny, a mechanic living 
in a suburb of Willemstad, 
doesn’t see it that way. “Those 
rich kids are saying: take the 
Dutch money and let them rule 
here if they want. But I would 
rather keep control. I don’t 
want things to be the way they 
used to be. If you always take 
money from others, you will 
never gain self-respect.” 
Sonny’s neighbourhood is 
dominated by no-voters, and 
drivers with a si on their car 
are afraid to drive through 
here from fear of having rocks 
thrown at them. Likewise, the 
no-supporters are feeling less 
than welcome in the exclusive 
residential areas these days. 
With the two campaigns 
trying to outdo each other 
with rallies, there is a growing 
minority that is fed up with 
both sides. “The referendum 
is completely politicised,” 
said student Clark Abraham. 
He said he will turn in a blank 
ballot paper. Abraham was 
worried about what comes 
after the referendum. Violent 
incidents are expected no 
matter what the result. 
“Whether si or no wins, we are 
a divided society. Democracy

Bank, technology stocks 
lure in bargain hunters 


buying was subdued after a 
worse-than-expected weekly 
unemployment report added 
to concerns that the economic 
recovery might not come as 
quickly as hoped. 

The market is down sharply 
this week as investors worry 
that the optimism that fed a 
massive spring rally might 
have been premature. The 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index 
is still 32 percent above the 
12-year low it hit in early 
March. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average ended Thursday up 46 
points, but lagged gains by the 
S&P 500 index and Nasdaq 
composite index. Financial 
stocks rose after falling earlier 
in the week and lifted the KB W 
Bank Index 3.7 percent. 
Technology shares gained 
after software maker CA Inc. 
said its fiscal fourth-quarter 
earnings rose as cost-cutting 
compensated for a drop in 
revenue. 

The advance came as the 
market grappled with another 
reminder of the strained 
job market. The Labor 
Department’s weekly data 
showed more workers filing for 
unemployment benefits. New 
claims jumped to 637,000, 
above what economists had 
forecast. 

The overall number of people 
seeking unemployment 

benefits grew faster than 
expected, rising to 6.6 million, 
while continuing claims hit a 
15th straight weekly record. 
Analysts had expected some 
rebound after stocks tumbled 
Wednesday, sending the S&P 
500 index down 2.7 percent. 
The market was shaken by 
a Commerce Department 
report that retail sales fell 
unexpectedly in April for the 
second straight month, and by 
a separate report that showed 
home foreclosures rising. 

The twin hits to two key areas 
of the economy — consumer 
spending and the housing 
market — have led investors 
to drop stocks this week and 
seek the shelter of bonds. That 
put on hold a powerful rally 
that carried the market through 
March and April. 


“Expectations got overblown 
and the harsh unfortunate 
reality is that unemployment 
continues to climb and 
that consumers remain 
under pressure,” said Stuart 
Schweitzer, global markets 
strategist at J.P. Morgan’s 
Private Bank. “The green 
shoots of recent weeks are 
minor compared with the field 
of dandelions still present in 
the economy.” 

The Dow rose 46.43, or 0.6 
percent, to 8,331.32. The 
S&P 500 index rose 9.15, or 
1 percent, to 893.07, while 
the Nasdaq rose 25.02, or 1.5 
percent, to 1,689.21. 

More than two stocks rose 
for every one that fell on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where consolidated volume 
came to 6.8 billion shares, 
compared with 6.7 billion 
shares Wednesday. 

“I think we’re at a crossroads. 
I’m looking for more evidence 
to say that this is a sustainable 
rally,” said Jack Ablin, chief 
investment officer at Harris 
Private Bank. 

That evidence may be hard to 
come by in the next two weeks. 
With first-quarter earnings 
reports winding down, the 
government’s stress test 
results out of the way and few 
economic reports expected, 
investors may feel like they’re 
in a bit of a data vacuum. And 
when there’s little information 
to go on, a nervous market 
tends to fall. 

Regional banks Fifth Third 
Bancorp and Huntington 
Bancshares Inc. showed some 
of the strongest gains. Fifth 
Third rose 50 cents, or 7.1 
percent, to $7.52. Huntington 
rose 31 cents, or 7 percent, to 
$4.72. 

CA, which makes software to 
run information technology 
systems, rose 95 cents, or 5.5 
percent, to $18.27. 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc. fell 93 
cents to $49.10 after its first- 
quarter results failed to excite 
the market. Kohl’s Corp. fell 
71 cents to $41.24 after its 
report. But retailer Urban 
Outfitters Inc. rose 21 cents 
to $19.51 after posting results 
that beat forecasts. □

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Anger, sadness as ax falls on Chrysler dealers

CHICAGO (Reuters) - Dealers 
across the United States reacted 
with a mixture of anger and 
sadness on Thursday to word 
that bankrupt automaker 
Chrysler LLC plans to eliminate 
franchise agreements with 
them as part of its restructuring 
efforts. 

But most, even those surprised 
by the news, entertained little 
hope they could stop Chrysler 
from following through on the 
proposed closures, the latest 
chapter in the decline of a 
company that was — for a brief 
period in the 1990s — the most 
profitable car manufacturer in 
the world. 

As a result, the dealers said they 
were already taking the sad but 
necessary preliminary steps to 
close or consolidate businesses 
that, in many cases, had carried 
their family names as well 
as those of the automaker for 
generations. 

“Today is a tough day for a lot 
of people,” said Alex Planas, the 
general manager of the Tamiami 
Chrysler Jeep Dodge in Miami, 
Florida, which employs 100 
workers. 

Chrysler notified all its dealers 
on Thursday about its plans 
to eliminate 25 percent of 
its retail showrooms and is 
seeking permission from a U.S. 
bankruptcy court to terminate 
franchise agreements. 

One Chicago dealer, Stanley 
Balzekas, characterized the 
notification as a “screw you” 
letter because it was “cold and 
very factual.” 

The automaker sought approval 
in a bankruptcy court filing to 
terminate franchise agreements 
with 789 of 3,181 dealerships 
as of June 9. 

Chrysler, which filed for 
bankruptcy on April 30, and 
larger rival General Motors 
Corp, have faced pressure to 
cut struggling dealerships to 
bring their large sales networks 
in line with those run by more 
successful automakers like 
Toyota Motor Corp which has 
only 1,200 dealers. 

The National Automobile 
Dealers Association, which 
represents the country’s 20,000 
new car dealers, estimated 
that each Chrysler dealership 
employs about 48 people on 
average. That would mean that 


the cuts by Chrysler could lead 
to a potential loss of almost 
38,000 jobs. 

Mark Calisi, 47, who owns 
Eagle Auto-Mall in Riverhead, 
New York, says he was 
“devastated” to learn that his 
dealership would be closed. 
He said Chrysler accounts for a 
third of his business, which also 
sells Volvo, Mazda and Kia, and 
that on Thursday he had to sack 
30 of his 100 employees. 

“I can’t even give severance 
because Chrysler’s not taking 
back my parts,” he said. 

Calisi, who said he’d just 
invested $8 million in a new 
dealership, blamed the federal 
task force overseeing auto 
industry restructuring for his 
plight and said he was weighing 
his legal options. 

“I have been with Chrysler for 
13 years and my father was with 
Chrysler for 30 years,” he said. 
“No matter which way you cut 
the cake it’s devastating.”

Regina Alexander, service and 
parts manager of the family- 
owned Arnold Motor Sales 
Inc, which has sold Chrysler 
cars in a little town east of 
Phoenix, Arizona, since 1971 
and employs seven workers, 
called the news “difficult” but a 
reflection of the grim economic 
climate. 

“We’ve been selling to 
generations of families here 
..., we’ve been through all the 
mine shutdowns and the mines 
reopening,” she said. “So we’ve 
been through some hard times, 
but this is probably by far the 
worst.” 

Alexander said the dealership, 
which had no clear indication 
from Chrysler the ax was going 
to fall, had no plans to sue 
Chrysler and would continue 
to operate, servicing vehicles 
already on the road and selling 
used ones. 

Chrysler said that more than 
80 percent of the dealers being 
eliminated sell more used cars 
than new and could look to stay 
in that business. Almost half 
of the rejected dealers sell less 
than 100 new vehicles per year. 
“They want every dealer to be 
a huge dealer,” said Balzekas, 
whose Chrysler-Jeep dealership 
on the South side of Chicago 
has carried his family’s name 
since 1926. 

“In an urban area, that doesn’t 


work because of the cost of 
land.” 

Some dealers, like Curtis 
Benson, the part-owner of 
Benson Motor Inc, which has 
served Ames, Iowa, for 39 
years and also sells Buicks 
and GM trucks, will stay in the 
new vehicle business, which is 
going through one of its worst 
downturns in decades. 

But now that he is no longer 
selling Dodge products, Benson 
said he will have to rein in 
sponsorship of community 
organizations and events by 
about 50 percent. 

“I was a dealer in the late ‘70s 
and early ‘80s, when we went 
through the recession back then 
and I thought that was the worst 
I’d ever see in my lifetime,” 
Benson said. “But this is a 
whole other cat. ”□

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GOP: The Way Forward

Creators Syndicate - “Republicans, act more like 
Democrats!” 

Actually, former Secretary of State Colin Powell put it 
somewhat differently when he offered his prescription to 
extricate the GOP from its “deep trouble.” 

Powell insists that Republicans must accept that the country 
has changed. “Americans do want to pay taxes for services,” 
he said. “Americans are looking for more government in 
their life, not less.” In other words, Republicans simply 
need to surrender to President Obama and the Democrats’ 
outrageous and radical push/pull for more government 
in, well, everything. Or, as former Democratic National 
Committee Chairman Howard Dean snappily puts it, “I think 
we’ve had quite enough capitalism in the last eight years, and 
I think we need some regulation now.” 

Many, if not most, Americans do want a welfare state. 
Certainly, Americans rail against excessive government 
spending, but try asking, “OK, where would you like to cut?” 
Health care? Well, no. Education? No, not that. Aid to the 
poor? No. Social Security? Uh-uh. Disaster relief for those 
hard hit by floods, tornadoes, hurricanes, earthquakes, broken 
levees? No, too harsh. Unemployment benefits for those out 
of work during this severe recession? No, lacks compassion. 
The problem is that Republicans have already been acting 
like Democrats — and for a long, long time. In 2000, they 
nominated then-Texas Gov. George W. Bush. He promised 
to serve as the education president and signed into law No 
Child Left Behind, which further injected the feds into a 
state matter. He promised and delivered a prescription bill 
for seniors, which expanded Medicare by the largest amount 
since the program’s inception. His dad, former President 
George Herbert Walker Bush, signed into law the Americans 
with Disabilities Act, a hideous intrusion into the private 
sector rationalized by compassion. On the 10th anniversary 
of the ADA, George W. praised his dad’s program. 

Let’s go back further. Republicans initially resisted — and 
quite fiercely — the New Deal programs passed during the 
Lranklin Delano Roosevelt administration. And the Supreme 
Court, at least initially, declared many of Roosevelt’s 
expansionary programs unconstitutional. 

After Roosevelt’s first win, in 1932, Republicans failed to 
recapture the White House until 1952. That year, a major GOP 
contender for the nomination, the “fiscally conservative” Sen. 
Robert Taft of Ohio, promised to undo parts of the New Deal. 
But even he accepted Social Security and public housing for 
the poor. □ 



Obama’s call for peace in Sri Lanka

For the 21 million people who live in Sri Lanka 
- a tear-shaped island in the Indian Ocean - 
many a tear has been shed over a quarter-century 
of conflict. The minority Tamils and majority 
Sinhalese just can’t seem to find peace. 

But now that a US president has forcefully 
spoken out against the war’s tragic consequences 
for civilians, perhaps the world community 
will finally help bring about a settlement. “Sri 
Lanka must seek a peace that is secure and 
lasting and grounded in respect for all of its 
citizens,” President Obama said this week. 
Protecting some 50,000 Tamils now caught in 
a major and perhaps final battle between the 
government and rebel Tamil Tigers - let alone 
reconciling Tamils and Sinhalese after the 
conflict - won’t be easy. 

Too many global players have a stake in how 
this conflict ends. 

By sheer geography, Sri Lanka has often been 
a strategic pawn for big powers. It sits astride 
the sea lanes that bring oil to Asia and Asian 
exports to Europe and the Middle East. 

China, for instance, is building a “commercial” 
port at the island’s southern tip as part of its 
seafaring expansion. Japan is Sri Lanka’s 
largest bilateral donor. India wants to dominate 
the Indian Ocean while both Pakistan and 
China have provided weapons to the Sri Lankan 
military. And for decades, the navies of Russia 
and America have eyed Trincomalee, one of 
the most ideal warm-water ports in the world. 
Despite a recent increase in killings of civilians 
by both government and Tamil Tiger forces, 
the UN Security Council has not been forceful 
enough. China, as a veto-wielding member, 
doesn’t want to jeopardize its growing ties 
with Sri Lanka’s leaders as it seeks a strategic 
advantage with India. 

On Wednesday, the council finally expressed 
“grave concern” over the plight of Tamil 
civilians caught in the conflict. Such a weak 
response should only compel the US and others 
to be more outspoken. 


For years, Europe has been the most forceful in 
decrying the war’s human rights atrocities and 
in seeking peace for this former British colony 
(previously called Ceylon). But in 2006, after 
a Norway-mediated cease-fire collapsed, the 
hard-line Sinhalese leaders, backed by strident 
Buddhist monks, decided an all-out military 
victory over the Tigers was necessary. 

At the time, in the post-9/11 era, it was hard 
for the US to argue with this military offensive. 
The Tigers, who seek an independent Tamil 
homeland by force, relied on terror to take over 
much of the island’s northeast. They virtually 
invented the tactic of suicide bombing, later 
used by Palestinians against Israel and by 
jihadists in Iraq and Afghanistan. And as one 
of Asia’s oldest democracies, Sri Lanka has an 
elected government acting on the wishes of the 
majority. 

But the Sinhalese-led military has been too 
brutal and lacking in counterinsurgency tactics, 
while too many government leaders make anti- 
Tamil comments. Dissent is stifled and the 
government is suspected of the recent murder 
of a prominent (Sinhalese) journalist who 
criticized their tactics. 

Most of all, it has not been aggressive enough 
in helping the recovery of captured Tamil areas 
or giving Tamils there the degree of autonomy 
they need to quell fears of future Sinhalese-led 
violence. 

Both sides have suffered from their extremists. 
The rebels, known officially as the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Eelam (LTTE), are led by the 
ruthless Velupillai Prabhakaran. And many elite 
Sinhalese express a Buddhist supremism and 
an intolerant ethnic nationalism. Such feelings 
are in large part a legacy of the colonial period 
and a mismanaged economy. 

As in many religious and ethnic conflicts, the 
Tamils and Sinhalese must see themselves 
as citizens of one country united by a shared 
history, destiny, and democracy. (More Sri 
Lankans died in the 2004 tsunami than in this 
conflict.)Q

MUMBAI, India - The 10- 
year-old child star of “Slumdog 
Millionaire” was awakened 
Thursday by a policeman 
wielding a bamboo stick 
and ordered out of his home. 
Minutes later it was bulldozed 
along with dozens of other 
shanties in the Mumbai slum he 
calls home. 

“I was frightened,” said 
Azharuddin Mohammed Ismail, 
who lost his pet kittens in the 
chaos. 

“Where is my chicken?” he 
asked forlornly, picking through 
the shamble of broken wood and 
twisted metal sheeting in search 
of the family hen. 

Eight Oscars and $326 million 
in box office receipts have done 
little so far to improve the lives 
of the two impoverished child 
stars plucked from obscurity 
to star in the blockbuster. They 
have been showered with gifts 
and brief bursts of fame, but 
their day-to-day lives in the 
Garib Nagar slum — the “city of 


the poor” — are little changed. 
After the latest misfortune, 
Azhar and his family will 
be spending the night on the 
muddy ground surrounded by 
the rubble of their shack. His 
9-year-old co-star Rubina Ali 
has fared no better: her family’s 
shanty was flooded for days last 
month with sewage water from 
a backed-up drain. 

For Azhar’s family, the latest 
problem began at 11 a.m. 
Thursday, when a bulldozer 
and about 100 men descended 
on the slum to tear down 30 
illegally built homes — a 
common occurrence in India’s 
chaotic cities, where officials 
struggle to keep crowding under 
control. 

The result is a cycle of 
destruction and debt few can 
escape. 

U.D. Mistry, an official with 
the city’s Bombay Municipal 
Corporation, said the latest 
razing was part of a “pre¬ 
monsoon demolition drive.” 

He said only illegally built 
shanties — not homes that 


were legally owned — were 
bulldozed. 

“They were removed. That is 
the principle,” he said, adding 
he was not aware the young 
“Slumdog” star lived in the 
slum. 

Mistry said shanty dwellers who 
can prove they have lived there 
more than 15 years — which 
would include Azhar’s family 
— will be resettled elsewhere 
in government housing. Such 
promises often come to nothing, 
though, and even when slum- 
dwellers are given housing, it is 
often in poor-quality buildings 
on the outskirts of cities, far 
from jobs. 

Residents of Garib Nagar 
vowed Thursday to rebuild, 
though many have yet to pay off 
the loans they took out — at 20 
percent monthly interest — to 
reconstruct the shanties they 
lost when the city tore them 
down last year. 

Azhar’s mother sat despondently 
Thursday afternoon on the 
stack of belongings the family 
managed to save. Nearby, Azhar 


dodged piles of metal sheeting 
and debris as he rode through 
his destroyed neighborhood on 
a shiny new bike given to him 
by a fan from Britain, a fancy 
black-and-red helmet on his 
head. 

Azhar wants to move. “I am fed 
up,” he said. 

Behind him a wrinkled movie 
poster of “Slumdog Millionaire” 
waved in the breeze. Scrawled 
in black marker was a message 


from the movie’s director, 
Danny Boyle: “Azhar, with love 
and thanks, Danny Boyle.” 
“Slumdog” filmmakers say 
they’ve done their best to help 
the young stars. 

They set up a trust to ensure the 
children get proper homes, a 
good education and a nest egg 
when they finish high school. 
They also donated $747,500 to 
a charity to help slum kids in 
Mumbai. □

House leader: CIA misled 
her on waterboarding

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
leader of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, Speaker 
Nancy Pelosi, bluntly accused 
the CIA on Thursday of 
misleading her and other 
lawmakers about its use of 
waterboarding during the Bush 
administration, escalating a 
controversy grown to include 
both political parties, the spy 
agency and the White House. 
“It is not the policy of this 
agency to mislead the United 
States Congress,” responded 
CIA spokesman George 
Little, although he refused to 
answer directly when asked 
whether Pelosi’s accusation 
was accurate. 

But the House’s top Democrat, 
speaking at a news conference, 
was unequivocal about a CIA 
briefing she received in the 
fall of 2002. “We were told 
that waterboarding was not 
being used,” the speaker said. 
“That’s the only mention, that 
they were not using it.

House votes $97B in war funds

WASHINGTON (AP) — Despite Democrats’ 
rising anxiety about Afghanistan, the House of 
Representatives on Thursday easily passed a 
$96.7 billion measure filling President Barack 
Obama’s request for US war spending and 
foreign aid efforts there and in Iraq. 

Some 51 Democrats broke with Obama, 
who is sending thousands more troops into 
Afghanistan, but all but a handful of Republicans 
stood behind the president to produce a 368-60 
tally. Republicans supported the measure even 
though majority Democrats added almost $12 
billion to Obama’s $85 billion request. 

The measure would boost total funding provided 
by Congress for the Iraq and Afghanistan wars 
above $900 billion. 

In the Senate, a key committee approved a 
companion $91.3 billion bill that sticks closely 
to Obama’s war request and also includes $50 


million for the Pentagon to begin the promised 
closure of the detention facility at Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba. 

The issue of closing Guantanamo is addressed 
in the House measure as well — not with 
funding but with a promise that detainees from 
the prison will not be released on U.S. soil. 
A new provision, however, anticipates some 
of the 241 detainees at Guantanamo will be 
transferred to the United States to stand trial or 
serve their sentences. 

A separate conflict over the war-funding measure 
concerns whether it should provide a $108 
billion U.S. contribution to the International 
Monetary Fund as part of an expanded $500 
billion IMF loan fund, a cornerstone of last 
month’s Group of 20 nations summit in London 
to assist poor countries struggling through the 
global economic downturn.

Coincidentally, Pelosi spoke 
as the Central Intelligence 
Agency rejected former Vice 
President Dick Cheney’s 
request to release secret 
memos judging whether 
waterboarding and other harsh 
techniques had succeeded in 
securing valuable intelligence 
information. 

CIA spokesman Paul 
Gimigliano said the request 
was turned down because the 


documents are the subject 
of pending litigation, which 
makes them not subject to 
declassification. Pelosi has 
been the target of a campaign 
orchestrated in recent days 
by the House Republican 
leadership, which is eager to 
undercut her statements as 
well as stick Democrats with 
partial responsibility for the 
use of waterboarding — a 
kind of simulated drowning 
— in the Bush administration. 
Republican officials secured 
the release of an unclassified 
chart by the CIA that describes 
a total of 40 briefings for 
lawmakers over a period of 
several years. Pelosi’s name 
appears once, as having 
attended a session on Sept. 
4, 2002, when she was the 
senior Democrat on the House 
Intelligence Committee. 
Former Rep. Porter Goss, a 
Republican who at the time was 
the chairman of the committee 
and later became CIA director, 
also was present. 

The notation says the briefing 
wason“enhancedinterrogation 


techniques on Abu Zubaydah 
... and a description of the 
particular EITs that had been 
employed.” 

Little, responding to Pelosi for 
the CIA, said the chart “is true 
to the language in the agency’s 
records.” But he did not say 
whether the information was 
accurate. 

Instead, he pointed to a recent 
letter from CIA Director Leon 
Panetta to lawmakers saying 
it would be up to Congress to 
determine whether notes made 
by agency personnel at the 
time they briefed lawmakers 
were accurate. 

The CIA has said it could allow 
congressional staff to review 
the notes made by briefers 
who spoke with lawmakers. 
The chart specifically notes a 
discussion of waterboarding in 
13 briefings between February 
2003 and March 2009, most 
attended by Democrats 

as well as Republicans. 

Two Democrats, Sen. Jay 
Rockefeller and former Sen. 
Bob Graham, have challenged 
the accuracy of some of the 
CIA’s chart. 


Pelosi’s decision to respond 
to her critics was something 
of a surprise, since most polls 
show Obama and his policies 
are popular, and Republicans 
have exhibited virtually 
nonstop political disarray 
in the six months since last 
November’s elections. 

Pelosi renewed her call for a 
so-called truth commission to 
investigate the events in the 
Bush administration that led 
to the use of waterboarding 
and other harsh interrogation 
techniques. While President 
Barack Obama has banned 
waterboarding, calling it 
torture, he has been notably 
cool toward an independent 
inquiry that might distract 
attention from his domestic 
agenda. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, a Democrat, also has 
expressed opposition, as have 
congressional Republicans. 
Pelosi was unusually harsh in 
describing the CIA. 

“They mislead us all the time,” 
she said. Asked whether 
the agency had lied, Pelosi 
said yes. Pelosi contended 
that Democrats did what 
they could to stop the use of 
waterboarding. The senior 
Democrat on the Intelligence 
Committee, who received the 
2003 briefing on the practice, 
sent the CIA a formal letter 
of protest, she said. That 
was a reference to Rep. Jane 
Harman, a Democrat. 

But Pelosi said her focus 
at the time was on winning 
control of Congress from 
the Republicans so her party 
could change course. 

“No letter could change the 
policy. It was clear we had 
to change the leadership in 
Congress and in the White 
House. That was my job — the 
Congress part,” Pelosi said. 
Rep. John Boehner, the 
Republican minority leader, 
said during the day that 
Democrats “want to have it 
both ways” on waterboarding 
by claiming they did not 
oppose it even though they 
criticize it. 

Boehner also asked Obama in 
a recent White House meeting 
to release the CIA memos 
that describe the information 
gained through the use of 
waterboarding. Cheney says 
the documents show that the 
tactics prevented terrorist 
attacks and saved lives. □ 


Official’s pledge: no 
terrorists let go in U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Obama administration will 
not jeopardize Americans’ safety by releasing dangerous 
Guantanamo prisoners into their communities, Attorney General 
Eric Holder promised Thursday. 

With the administration committed to closing the U.S. military 
prison in Cuba, Holder tried to assure nervous members of the 
House Judiciary Committee that safety is paramount in deciding 
what to do with the 241 prisoners. 

Holder said detainees would have either a military or civilian 
trial, but acknowledged there may be cases in this country 




where prosecutors could not win a conviction for a dangerous 
prisoner. 


“We are not going to do anything that will endanger the 
American people,” Holder said. “If there were a sufficient basis 
to conclude they pose a danger to the United States we would 
not release them.” 

Rep. Dan Lungren, a Republican, said that any detainees sent to 
the United States would claim they have full access to federal 
courts, which could order their release. 

“You would take the position that they are a clear and present 
danger to the United States, but that would be subject to federal 
court review,” Lungren said. 

Holder said a detainee’s lawyer would likely argue that the 
client had full rights under the U.S. Constitution, but added, 
“I’m not sure about that.” 

Holder promised to work with Congress to devise a solution to 
the problem. 

New legislation by Senate Democrats would fund the closure of 
the prison at Guantanamo, but it would block the transfer of any 
of the detainees to the United States. 

President Barack Obama promised to close the Guantanamo 
facility within a year of taking office. 

The administration requested $50 million to close Guantanamo 
and transfer its detainees elsewhere. □

The nonprofit group announced 
Thursday it received the largest 
individual contribution in its 
history, an offering that will 
help Habitat build 60,000 
homes. 

It’s one of the largest gifts in 
recent years to a group devoted 
to social services, according 
to the Center on Philanthropy 
at Indiana University. A center 
official called it “remarkable” 
— especially in the midst of a 
gloomy economy. 

The donation comes from J. 
Ronald Terwilliger of Atlanta, 
a former chief executive of 
housing developer Trammell 
Crow Residential Co. and a 
longtime member of Habitat’s 
board of directors. 

Terwilliger said through his 
work with Habitat and in the 
private sector he’s witnessed 
the depths of poverty, seeing 
people living in cardboard 
shacks and unspeakable filth, as 
well as the struggle for middle- 
class families to find affordable 
housing. 

“People need a decent, safe, 
clean residence where they can 
get a good night’s sleep and 
families can be together,” he 
said. 

“If they have that as an anchor, 
they have a way to send their 
kids off to school regularly and 
a better chance those children 
will be healthy.” 

The donation comes at a 
difficult time for the Georgia- 
based organization, which 
like other nonprofit groups 
has struggled with increasing 
demand and slowing donations 
amid the economic downturn. 
“This is a chance to have 
a really deep impact,” said 
Jonathan Reckford, Habitat’s 
chief executive. “It’s an 
unprecedented commitment 
that sets a new bar for what’s 
possible, and it encourages 
other people to give.” 

Habitat will use $30 million to 
fund an endowment that will 
make yearly grants to help 
build more houses. 

The remaining $70 million will 
set up a micro-finance fund 
to help low-income families 
around the world repair and 
improve their housing. 

Dwight Burlingame, the 
Center on Philanthropy’s 
associate executive director, 
said charitable contributions 
that top $50 million tend to go 
to foundations, universities, 
hospitals and medical research. 
Gifts of that size to social 


services groups like Habitat, he 
said, are rare. 

“This is really quite 
exceptional,” Burlingame said. 
“And it’s especially exceptional 
in this economy.” 

The micro-finance fund will be 
the first of its kind for Habitat. 
Reckford said it will provide 
loans ranging from several 
hundred dollars to several 
thousand dollars to some of the 
world’s neediest. 

Terwilliger, who graduated 
from the U.S. Naval Academy, 
became Trammell Crow’s chief 
executive in 1986 and has 
long contributed to affordable 
housing projects. He also owns 
Atlanta’s WNBA franchise, the 
Atlanta Dream. 

He joined Habitat’s board 
of directors in 2000 and was 
elected chairman in 2007. 

After stepping down as 
Trammell Crow’s chief 
executive last year he devoted 
more time to traveling the world 
to witness Habitat’s work. 
He remains the company’s 
chairman. 

He called it a “moral imperative” 
to offer families more access to 
decent, affordable homes. And 
the short-term loan program he 
is helping to fund will make 
a lasting impression on the 
housing market by helping 
thousands of needy families, he 
said.Q

LOS ANGELES - Embers 
drifting from a campfire 
in a canyon ignite a blaze 
that incinerates 53 homes in 
Malibu. 

A man driving on a dirt road 
in a forest stops on a swath of 
dry grass, and the hot engine 
kindles a wildfire that burns 
thousands of acres. 

And a fire that destroys 78 
homes in the Santa Barbara 
area is believed to have been 
caused by sparks from a 
power tool being used to clear 
brush. 

A growing number of wildfires 
in California have a common 
back-story: People caused 
them. 

Government statistics show 
that people were faulted for 
5,208 wildfires in Southern 
California in 2008, the highest 
number since at least 2001. 
Between 2006 and 2008, 
Southern California was the 
only region of the U.S. to 
see a significant jump in the 


number of wildfires blamed 
on people. 

Among the explanations given 
by experts: a three-year-old dry 
spell in California, the building 
of homes deeper and deeper 
into the backcountry, and 
perhaps better investigation 
and reporting of fires. 

“As the drought continues in 
California, there are going 
to be more human-caused 
fires,” said Don Smurthwaite, 
a spokesman for the National 


Interagency Fire Center in 
Idaho. “You can see the spread 
of development in virtually 
every area of the West,” 
he added. “More people is 
always going to equate to 
more fires.” Nationally, about 
70,000 wildfires in 2008 were 
attributed to human causes 
— a thoughtlessly flicked 
cigarette, a campfire left 
smoldering, a fallen power 
line, and sometimes, outright 
arson.

Obama officially requested the 
IMF funding late Tuesday, and 
the request was immediately 
incorporated into the Senate 
version by Appropriations 
Committee Chairman Daniel 
Inouye. The IMF funds would 
cost U.S. taxpayers about $5 
billion since the government is 
issued interest-bearing assets 
in return for the contribution. 
House Republicans oppose 
adding the IMF funds to the 
war-funding measure, and 
their votes will be needed to 
pass the final House-Senate 
compromise bill, given 
the opposition of anti-war 
Democrats. 

As for the military spending, 
during the Bush administration 
many Democrats stressed 
their opposition to the war 
in Iraq while supporting 
efforts against al-Qaida and 
the Taliban in Afghanistan. 
But an increasing number of 
party liberals are skeptical of 
success in Afghanistan. 

Chief among them is Rep. 
David Obey, a Democrat 


and author of the House 
legislation as chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee. 
But for now he’s giving Obama 
a chance to demonstrate greater 
progress in Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. 

“This is a bill that I have 
very little confidence in,” 
Obey said. “I think we have 
a responsibility to give a new 
president — who did not get 
us into this mess — the best 
possible opportunity to get out 
of it.” Rep. Jim McGovern, 
a Democrat, is opposing the 
infusion of war funds. He is 
not impressed with Obama’s 
plans on Afghanistan. 
“Sometimes great presidents 
make mistakes, and 
sometimes great presidents 
make even great mistakes. 
I hope that doesn’t happen 
here,” McGovern said. “As 
the mission has grown bigger, 
the policy has grown even 
more vague.” 

Both the House and Senate 
measures largely follow 
Obama’s military request 
for the wars. But the House 
version adds $11.8 billion,

including almost $4 billion 
for new weapons and military 
equipment such as cargo 
planes, mine-resistant vehicles, 
Bradley Fighting Vehicles and 
Stryker armored vehicles. The 
measure also adds $2.2 billion 
to Obama’s request for foreign 
aid — much of which appears 
to be designed to get around 
spending limits for 2010. 

The $91.3 billion Senate 
measure includes Obama’s 
$1.5 billion emergency 
request to fight a potential flu 


pandemic, while the House 
would add about $500 million 
to the request — even as the 
recent swine flu scare appears 
to be abating. 

On Guantanamo, the Senate 
measure includes $50 million 
to begin closing the prison but 
directs that it cannot be used 
to transfer any of the detainees 
into the United States. The 
House bill, which does not 
include such money, sets a 
policy forbidding release of 
Guantanamo detainees within 


the United States. It would 
allow them to be shipped to 
the U.S. to stand trial or to 
serve their sentences. 

The Senate Appropriations 
Committee on Thursday voted 
unanimously in favor of its 
version of the spending bill. 
Most of that money, about 
$73 billion, would go to 
the Defense Department to 
pay for the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, including the 
extra 21,000 troops being sent 
to Afghanistan.□ 


Obama to revive terror tribunals, with more rights

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Barack 
Obama will restart Bush-era military tribunals 
for a small number of Guantanamo detainees, 
reviving a fiercely disputed trial system he once 
denounced but with new legal protections for 
terror suspects, U.S. officials said Thursday. 
Obama suspended the tribunals within hours of 
taking office in January, ordering a review but 
stopping short of abandoning President George 
W. Bush’s strategy of prosecuting suspected 
terrorists. 

The military trials will remain frozen for 
another four months as the administration 
adjusts the legal system that is expected to try 
fewer than 20 of the 241 detainees currently at 
the U.S. naval detention center at Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba. Thirteen detainees — including 
five charged with helping orchestrate the Sept. 
11, 2001, attacks — are already in the tribunal 


system. 

The changes to the system were to be announced 
Friday. Two senior administration officials 
outlined several of the rules changes, which 
will be carried out by executive authority, to 
The Associated Press on Thursday night. They 
include: 

—Restrictions on hearsay evidence that can be 
used in court against the detainees. 

—A ban on all evidence obtained through 
cruel, inhuman or degrading treatment. This 
would include statements given from detainees 
who were subjected to waterboarding. 

—Giving detainees greater leeway in choosing 
their own military counsel. 

—Protecting detainees who refuse to testify 
from legal sanctions or other court prejudices. 
The White House may seek additional changes 
to the military commissions law over the next 
120 days, but it was not immediately clear 
Thursday what they could include. □

CONCORD, New Hampshire 
(AP) — New Hampshire Gov. 
John Lynch said Thursday he 
will sign a bill to make his 
state the sixth to legalize gay 
marriage, but only if lawmakers 
revise the legislation to offer 
more protection to churches 
opposed to the practice. 
Leaders in the state Senate 
and House of representatives 
immediately said they would 
back such changes. 

Lynch asked that the already- 
approved legislation be 
revised to better protect 
churches and their employees 
against lawsuits if their beliefs 
preclude them from marrying 
gays. Gay marriage supporters 
said they do not object. 
“Throughout history, our 
society’s views of civil rights 
have constantly evolved 
and expanded,” Lynch told 
reporters. “New Hampshire’s 
great tradition has always 
been to come down on the 
side of individual liberties and 
protections.” 


Lynch said he personally 
opposes gay marriage, but 
decided to view the issue 
“through a broader lens.” 

A gay marriage bill and 
companion legislation were 
adopted last week, but had yet 
to make it the governor’s desk 
for his signature making them 
law. Now, they will be held 
until the changes proposed 
by Lynch are approved, said 
Senate President Sylvia 
Larsen. 

Larsen and House Speaker 
Terie Norelli predicted the 
Legislature would act quickly 
to adopt the changes, perhaps 
as early as next week. 

The bill’s main sponsor, state 
Rep. Jim Splaine, said the 
bottom line is that Lynch 
supports marriage equality for 
gays. 

Mo Baxley, executive director 
of New Hampshire Freedom 
to Marry Coalition, a group 
supporting gay marriage, 
approved of Lynch’ proposed 
changes. 

“This is language we can 
support,” she said. 


Connecticut, Maine, 

Massachusetts, Vermont also 
recognize same-sex marriage. 
Lynch said he wanted the law 
modeled on Connecticut’s, 
which he said contains 
better protections than the 
proposal adopted by the New 
Hampshire Legislature. For 
example, Lynch wants to be 
sure an organist employed 
by a church opposed to gay 
marriage could legally refuse 
to perform at a gay wedding. 
New Hampshire Republican 
Party Chairman John H. 
Sununu criticized Lynch, a 
Democrat, saying he was 
trying to have it both ways. 
“Once again, Gov. Lynch has 
discovered a way to be against 
something and for it at the 
same time,” Sununu said. 
Kevin Smith, executive director 
of gay marriage opponent 
Cornerstone Policy Research, 
said Lynch’s proposed changes 
are a disingenuous attempt to 
obscure the fact Lynch misled 
the public into believing he 
opposed same-sex marriage. 
Separately, the Wisconsin 


Supreme Court agreed 
Thursday to decide whether 
the state’s 2006 ban on gay 
marriage was properly put to 
voters. 

The court will review a 
challenge claiming the 
referendum illegally put 
two issues to voters at the 
same time: whether to ban 
gay marriage and whether to 
outlaw civil unions. 


A ruling striking down the 
constitutional amendment 
would not legalize same- 
sex marriage because state 
law still defines marriage as 
a union between husband 
and wife. However, it could 
pave the way for lawmakers 
to eventually allow it, or for 
advocates to file lawsuits 
seeking that right. □ 


Tornadoes Kill three 
people In Missouri

KIRKSVILLE, Missouri (AP) — Violent storms tore through 
four Midwestern states, killing three people in northern 
Missouri, damaging dozens of homes and leaving thousands 
without power. 

Kirksville apparently took the hardest hit Wednesday night. 
Police Detective Sgt. Ron Celian said about 30 to 40 homes 
were damaged, one was destroyed and an auto dealership on the 
northern edge of town sustained significant damage, shattering 
windows and flipping cars across the dealer’s lot. 

“It just tore everything up,” said Don Williams, who rode out 
the storm in his basement with his wife and four children. “It 
was just a blur. Insulation and trees blowing everywhere. I 
could see stuff just flying through my house.” 

Emergency Management director Rick Gardner said a woman 
was killed Wednesday night when what appeared to be a tornado 
struck a mobile home. 

Two other people died in a neighboring county, said coroner 
Brian Noe. 

Missouri State Highway Patrol Sgt. Brent Bernhardt said in 
some places the tornado was only 500 feet wide. 

“It was not wide,” Bernhardt said. “It would be on the ground 
and then come back up and be on the ground again.” 

In northeast Oklahoma, a 100 mph wind gust was recorded. The 
high winds downed trees and power lines, with 8,000 power 
outages reported at one point. 

Central Indiana saw wind gusts of up to 60 mph leaving some 
8,000 were without power in and around Indianapolis early 
Thursday, authorities said.Q

Gettysburg also seized eight 
assault rifles and a rocket- 
propelled grenade launcher 
when they boarded the 
pirates’ vessel Wednesday 
in the Gulf of Aden, said the 
Navy’s Bahrain-based 5th 
Fleet. 


U.S. Navy detains 17 suspected 
pirates off the coast of Yemen 


The Gettysburg launched the 
operation with the help of 
the Korean Destroyer ROKS 
Munmu the Great after the 
pirates fired at the Egyptian- 
flagged Motor Vessel Amira 
about 75 miles south of 
Yemen’s al-Mukalla port, 
the Navy said. Both ships 
dispatched helicopters during 
the mission. 

The Gulf of Aden is one of 
the world’s most important 
shipping lanes, connecting 
Europe and Asia via the Red 
Sea and the Indian Ocean. It 
is used by 20,000 ships a year 
and has become the world’s 
hot spot for pirate attacks. 

The 17 pirates seized were 
taken aboard the Gettysburg 
for further questioning, said 
the Navy. They were operating 
from a “mothership” — a 
larger vessel pirates often 


use to resupply the small 
speedboats that attack ships 
far offshore. The Navy did 
not say what happened to 
the mothership after the 
operation. 

Also Thursday, Iranian state 
television said the country 
will send two warships to 
join an international flotilla 
protecting cargo ships from 
pirates off the Somali coast. 
Iran’s ambassador to the 
United Nations, Mohammad 
Khazaei, made the 
commitment in a letter he sent 
to U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon on Wednesday, 
according to a report on the 
Web site of Iran’s press TV. 
The ships will leave within 
the next two days for a five- 
month assignment and will 
join vessels from the U.S., 
Denmark, Italy, Russia, China 


and other countries. 

Somali pirates have 
significantly stepped up their 
attacks in recent years. They 
hijacked a cargo ship operated 
by Iran off the Somali coast 
in November, the second in 
the past six months. 

At least 19 ships and over 250 
sailors are now being held 
hostage by Somali pirates. 
Last year, 42 ships were 
seized and pirates earned 
an estimated $1 million or 
more in ransom each time 
they freed a ship. The pirates 
operate freely because 
Somalia has had no effective 
central government in nearly 
20 years. Nearly every public 
institution has crumbled, and 
the U.N.-backed government 
controls only limited territory 
and is fighting an Islamic 
insurgency. □

Netanyahu urges pope to condemn Iranian threats

NAZARETH, Israel (AP) 
— Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu appealed 
to Pope Benedict XVI to “make 
his voice heard loud” against 
Iran’s call for the destruction 
of the Jewish state. But his 
focus on Iran did not mask a 
key difference with the pontiff 
over whether Palestinians 
deserve a state of their own. 
The two men met a day after 
the pope made a powerful call 
for Palestinian statehood, a 
concept that Netanyahu has 
refused to endorse. They held 
15 minutes of face-to-face 
talks, which the Vatican said 
“centered on how the peace 
process can be advanced.” 

But in televised remarks 
following the talks, Netanyahu 
did not mention the Palestinian 
issue, focusing instead on 
Iran. 

“I asked him, as a moral figure, 
to make his voice heard loud 
and continuously against the 
declarations coming from Iran 
of their intention to destroy 
Israel,” Netanyahu said of his 
talks with the pope. 

“I told him it cannot be that 
at the beginning of the 21st 
century, there is a state which 
says it is going to destroy the 
Jewish state, and there is no 
aggressive voice being heard 
condemning this,” the Israeli 
leader told Israel TV. 

He said Benedict said “he 


condemns all such things, 
anti-Semitism, hate,” adding: 
“I think we found in him an 
attentive ear.” 

While Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad has 
called for Israel’s elimination, 
his exact remarks have been 
disputed, with some translators 
saying he called for Israel to be 
“wiped off the map.” Others 
say a better translation would 
be “vanish from the pages 
of time” — implying Israel 
would disappear on its own 
rather than be destroyed. 

Since taking office on 
March 31, Netanyahu has 
emphasized the Iranian threat 
in an apparent attempt to put 
the Palestinian question on the 
back burner. 

Unlike previous governments, 
Netanyahu’s has refused to 
endorse the two-state formula, 
potentially putting him on a 
collision course with President 
Barack Obama. The two will 
meet in Washington next 
week. 

The Israeli leader called his 
meeting with Benedict “very 
good and important,” noting 
that the pope heads a church 
of 1 billion followers, and 
Israel wants good relations 
with them. 

“Secondly, we spoke also 
about the historic process 
of reconciliation between 
Christianity and Judaism, and 
the pope is very interested,” 
Netanyahu said. 


The pope’s ventures into 
diplomacy reflected what 
Vatican spokesman the Rev. 
Federico Lombardi called 
the focus of his Middle East 
pilgrimage — “peace, peace, 
peace.” He said the pope 
could be a “bridge” among the 
various positions. 

The Vatican has been active 
on the Middle East diplomatic 
front, seeking to protect 
Christians in the Holy Land 
and elsewhere in the region, 
while supporting a solution 
to the Israel-Palestinian 
dispute through creation of a 
Palestinian state and security 
for IsraeLFromlsrael’s creation 
in 1948, the Jewish state and 
the Vatican had no formal 
relations until Pope John Paul 
II forged official ties in 1993, 
giving the Vatican a larger 
voice in Mideast diplomacy. 
Charging headlong into the 
touchiest Mideast political 
issues on his Holy Land 
pilgrimage, Benedict has 
criticized Israel’s security 
barrier, a network of concrete 
and barbed wire along the 
West Bank built to keep out 
Palestinian attackers. He 
urged Palestinians to renounce 
terrorism, while pressing both 
sides to find the courage to 
achieve peace. 

Vatican officials also met with 
Israelis to discuss bilateral 
issues, including travel 
privileges for Arab Christian 
clergy, Lombardi said. The 


Bangladesh arrests over 
500 suspected mutineers

DHAKA, Bangladesh (AP) — Police said 
Thursday they arrested 526 border guards from 
across Bangladesh for suspected involvement 
in a mutiny over pay and working conditions 
that left more than 70 people dead three months 
ago. 

About 100 suspected mutineers were arrested 
Wednesday and 426 on Thursday, police 
officials involved in the crackdown said. The 
officials, who declined to provide further 
details, cannot be identified because they were 
not authorized to speak to the media. 

The Feb. 25-26 insurrection, reportedly sparked 
by a dispute over pay and working conditions, 
shook the newly elected government of Prime 
Minister Sheikh Hasina and created tensions 
between it and the influential military, which 


was unhappy with her handling of the revolt. 
Of the 74 people killed, 57 were army 
commanders in charge of the border force, 
called the Bangladesh Rifles. 

Authorities say more than 800 suspected 
mutineers were earlier arrested and jailed 
pending trial. Many others reportedly went into 
hiding. 

The mutiny ended through negotiations, with 
offers of an amnesty followed by a show of 
military force. But when dozens of bodies 
were discovered in mass graves and sewers 
in the sprawling compound, the government 
withdrew the amnesty offer. 

The government appointed two committees — 
one headed by the military and another by the 
Home Ministry — to investigate the revolt. 
Agents from the FBI and Britain’s Scotland 
Yard also helped the investigators.□

The charges follow a 
mysterious visit to her home 
by John William Yettaw, 
53, an American who swam 
across a lake and sneaked into 
her home seeking food and a 
place to rest. 

Suu Kyi, who was scheduled 
to be freed May 27 after six 
years of house arrest, now 
faces up to five years in prison 
if convicted of violating the 
terms of her detention, said 
lawyer Hla Myo Myint. 

The trial of the Nobel Peace 
laureate is scheduled to 
start Monday at a special 
court at Yangon’s notorious 
Insein Prison, where she 
was arraigned and then held 
Thursday. 

“It is nothing more than a 
political ploy to hoodwink 
the international community 
so that it can keep (Suu Kyi) 


under lock and key while the 
military maneuvers its way to 
election victory on 2010,” said 
a statement from the National 
Coalition Government of the 
Union of Burma. 

The coalition describes itself 
as the country’s govemment- 
in-exile and has links to Suu 
Kyi’s party. Burma is the 
old name for Myanmar and 
preferred by the military 
regime’s opponents. 

Foreign leaders, including 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and U.N. 
Secretary-General Ban Ki- 
moon, condemned the charges 
and called for her release. 

“If the 2010 elections are 
to have any semblance of 
credibility, she and all political 
prisoners must be freed to 
participate,” British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown said. 
In the past the junta — which 
regards Suu Kyi as the biggest 
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threat to its rule — has found 
other reasons to extend her 
periods of house arrest, 
bending the letter of the law. 
Suu Kyi, 63, has already spent 
more than 13 of the last 19 
years in detention without trial 
for her nonviolent promotion 
of democracy, despite 
international pressure for her 
release. 

Early Thursday morning, 
armed police drove Suu Kyi 
and two women who live 
with her to Insein Prison. The 
women, assistants loyal to her 
political party who have lived 
with her since she was detained 
in 2003, were charged with the 
same offense, lawyers said. 
The junta scheduled elections 
as part of its so-called 
“roadmap to democracy,” but 
the effort is widely perceived 
as a guise for continued 
military control. 

Parliamentary rule was 
overthrown by a coup in 1962, 
and the army has been in 
control since then. It held an 
election in 1990 but refused 
to honor the results after Suu 
Kyi’s National League for 
Democracy party won in a 
landslide.

consider taking part in next 
year’s polls if the country’s 
military rulers meet three 
demands, including Suu 
Kyi’s release.

MADRID (AP) — Air pollution has long been 
a fact of life in Spanish cities, but scientists 
now say it is not just smog that chokes people 
as they walk to work or stroll through the park. 
A new study has found the air in Madrid and 
Barcelona is also laced with at least five drugs 
— most prominently cocaine. 

The Superior Council of Scientific 
Investigations, a government scientific 
institute, said on its Web site Thursday that in 
addition to cocaine, they found trace amounts 
of amphetamines, opiates, cannabinoids and 
lysergic acid —a relative of LSD — in two air- 
quality control stations, one in each city. 

The group said the findings would be published 
in the U.S. journal Analytical Chemistry. 
Despite the findings, the council said there was 
no reason for alarm. 

“Not even if we lived for a thousand years 
would we consume the equivalent of a dose of 
cocaine by breathing this air,” scientist Miren 
Lopez de Alda said in a statement. 

The scientific group stressed that “in no case 
should these levels be considered representative 
of the air in the two cities.” It said the tests 
were done in areas where drugs were likely to 
be consumed. 


In Madrid, the test site was close to a ruined 
building believed to be frequented by drug 
dealers. And in both Madrid and Barcelona, the 
studies were carried out close to universities. 
The group said the study showed higher 
concentrations of the components on weekends, 
suggesting that drug consumption was up in 
these periods. 

The research found cocaine in concentrations 
ranging between 29 and 850 picograms per 
cubic meter of air. A picogram is one-trillionth 
of a gram. 

Mar Viana, another researcher who worked on 
the project, said the levels were far higher than 
those found in similar studies in Europe. 

A similar study in Italy found traces of cocaine 
and cannabis in the air in Rome and Taranto 
in the south. Italy’s National Research Council 
reported in May 2007 that the maximum 
concentration of cocaine in Rome was 100 
picograms per cubic meter of air — it said that 
was a fifth the legal limit for toxic substances 
in air — but that even this small amount was 
reason for concern. 

According to the U.S. State Department, Spain 
is Europe’s largest consumer of cocaine and 
hashish. It is also a major transit point for 
narcotics shipments from South and Central 
America as well as Africa. □ 
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Outrage in Kenya over sentence for white landowner

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) 
— In a case that stirred 
fierce resentments over race 
and land, a Kenyan judge 
sentenced the son of a baron 
to eight months in prison for 
killing a black poacher on his 
vast family estate. 

The sentence handed 
down Thursday to Thomas 
Cholmondeley — a fraction of 
the possible life in prison he 
faced — provoked shouts of 
protest from Maasai tribesmen 
and sighs of relief from white 
landowners, both of whom 
packed into the crowded 
courtroom. 


Judge Muga Apondi last week 
convicted Cholmondeley of 
manslaughter in the 2006 
shooting of a 3 7-year-old black 
poacher, Robert Njoya. The 
judge had reduced the charge 
down from murder, saying 
he believed Cholmondeley’s 
attempts to give Njoya first 
aid helped prove that he 
accidentally shot the poacher 
when aiming at his dogs. 

On Thursday, the judge 
said he took the three 
years Cholmondeley had 
already served into account, 
concluding, “I hereby wish to 
impose a light sentence on the 
accused to allow him to reflect 
on his life.”

Mexico officials pig out 
on pork to ease flu fears 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexican officials are going hog-wild 
over pork to encourage their countrymen to put the pig back in 
the taco. 

Two hundred government employees downed heaps of pork 
rinds and fried, tortilla-wrapped meat Thursday at a Labor 
Department garden party. Waiters in black vests, white collars 
and blue surgical masks served the lunching workers as they 
chatted underneath white tents to the soothing tunes of jazz 
music. 

The pork party was part of an Agriculture Department publicity 
campaign to convince Mexicans it’s safe to eat the meat despite 
swine flu fears. 

Although experts say the virus isn’t transmitted through meat, 
plummeting sales have cost the pork industry 2.5 billion pesos 
($188 million) since the outbreak, according to the Mexican 
Confederation of Pork Farmers. 

Labor Secretary Javier Lozano said the pig-out was held to 
demonstrate to “Mexico and the world that it is perfectly safe 
and very delicious and nutritious to eat pork.” 

Several countries including China, Russia and Ukraine banned 
Mexican pork products after the swine flu outbreak. 

Introduced by Spanish conquerors, pork is widely popular here 
and the main ingredient in traditional dishes such as tacos al 
pastor, a greasy, spit-roasted snack found on street corners 
everywhere, and pozole, a hominy and pork stew.Q

checked blankets they wore. 
The sentence provoked 
immediate protests from the 
public gallery, where women 
wrapped in colorful cloths 
wearing traditional beaded 
jewelry waved signs depicting 
guns and dead bodies. 

“We want justice,” read one. 
The tall, bespectacled 
Cholmondeley, who has 
been imprisoned in squalid 
conditions since his arrest in 
May 2006, will return to the 
maximum security prison, 
defense lawyer Fred Ojiambo 
said. 

The prosecution said it 
would consider appealing 
the sentence, which Ojiambo 
described as “very just.” 
Njoya’s death was the second 
time in just over a year that 
Cholmondeley had shot and 
killed a black man on his 
largely ungated farm. The first 
shooting did not come to trial, 
sparking protests from locals 
who said there had been high- 
level government intervention 
in the case. 

Grievances raised by the 
case reach far beyond the 
Cholmondeley family. Some 
Kenyans resent all white 
farmers as symbols of the 
British colonists who stole 
land from local tribes. 


After independence in 1963, 
Britain funded a scheme to 
transfer some of that land 
into African hands. Most of 
the land, however, was taken 
by powerful local politicians, 
forcing the original inhabitants 
to disperse to other, already 
crowded areas. 

That injustice still rankles 
— and it contributed to 
bloody tribal clashes sparked 
by Kenya’s disputed 2007 
election, when politicians 
resurrected the issue to 
mobilize their supporters 
against political rivals. Over 
1,000 people were killed, 
many of them slum dwellers 
hacked or bludgeoned to death 
in the lake-studded Rift Valley 
where the Cholmondeley 
estate lies. 


“This court understands the 
undercurrents (of the case), 
but I believe the executive 
is dealing with the issues 
of land,” Apondi said in 
court, referring to both the 
postelection violence and 
protests following the first 
shooting on the Cholmondeley 
estate. Njoya’s impoverished 
widow, who has four children, 
said she was planning to file 
a civil suit against the family 
after consulting her lawyers. 
Currently, she said she is 
earning around $2 a day for 
farm work. 

“I am still struggling to 
survive,” Sarah Njoya said 
from the battered public 
minibus taking her home.

Scarponi and four other 
riders attacked at the 55- 
kilometer (34-mile) mark 
and the Italian left behind his 
last breakaway companion 

— Vasil Kiryienka of Belarus 

— with five kilometers (3.1 
miles) remaining. 

“Yesterday I lost all my 
chances for (overall victory), 
so I wanted to try to attack 
today to make amends,” 
Scarponi said. “Kiryienka 
was a big help. I couldn’t have 
made it without him.” 


Scarponi returned this season 
after an 18-month ban for 
involvement in the Spanish 
doping scandal Operation 
Puerto. He won the weeklong 
Tirreno-Adriatico race in 
March. Di Luca maintained 
a five-second lead over 
Sweden’s Thomas Lovkvist 
in the overall standings. 
Lovkvist’s Team Columbia- 
High Road teammate Michael 
Rogers is third, 36 seconds 
behind. The top 10 overall 
positions were unchanged 
from Wednesday. 

“Today was harder than it 
looked,” Di Luca said.

LA PAZ (Reuters) - Una 
mujer asumio por primera vez 
el jueves la presidencia de la 
Corte Suprema de Bolivia, con 
la promesa de acelerar juicios 
de gran notoriedad, horas 
despues de que la Camara 
de Diputados suspendiera al 
jefe del tribunal para juzgarlo 
por supuesta retardacion de 
justicia. 

La magistrada Beatriz 
Sandoval, hasta ahora decana 
de la Corte, se hizo cargo 
del maximo organo de la 
justicia boliviana y, en su 
primera actuacion, dio paso 
a una audiencia en la que se 
ratified para el venidero lunes 
18 la apertura de un juicio 
de responsabilidades al ex 
presidente Gonzalo Sanchez 
de Lozada. 

“Los procesos (pendientes), 
que son alrededor de 7.000, se 
tramitaran de forma normal, 
todo continua igual, incluido el 
juicio de responsabilidades”, 
dijo Sandoval en la ciudad 
surena de Sucre, donde tiene 
sede la Suprema, segun fue 
citada por medios locales. 

La Camara baja, dominada 
por el oficialismo, aprobo

No a la reeleccion presidencial en Rep. Dominicana 


SANTO DOMINGO (AP) - Los dos 
principales partidos dominicanos 
convinieron eliminar de laConstitucion 
la reeleccion presidencial consecutiva 
entre las reformas que discute el 
Legislativo al texto fundamental. 

El pacto fue suscrito el jueves por 
el presidente Leonel Fernandez y su 
principal oponente en las pasadas 
elecciones Miguel Vargas Maldonado, 
cuyos partidos, de la Liberacion 
Dominicana (PLD) y Revolucionario 
Dominicano (PRD), respectivamente, 
componen casi el 90% de las camaras 
baja y alta del Congreso. 

Fernandez se encuentra actualmente 
en su tercer mandato y segundo 
consecutivo gracias a una reforma 
constitucional de 2002 que permitio 
a optar a dos periodos consecutivos. 


Actualmente se gestan nuevas 
modificaciones entre las que se 
contempla excluir esa opcion, 
conforme lo pactado por los lideres 
politicos. 

“Para nosotros el tema de la reeleccion 
no es un asunto de principios; 
hay que poner siempre el interes 
nacional por encima de los intereses 
particulares”, manifesto Fernandez a 
los periodistas. 

El convenio bipartidista contemplo 
ademas que los legisladores que 
sean electos en las elecciones 
parlamentarias de 2010 tengan un 
periodo extraordinario de seis anos a 
fin de que su gestion se empareje con 
la presidencial y en adelante concurran 
a elecciones los dos poderes juntos. 
Tambien decidieron mantener fijo en 


178 el numero de diputados y permitir 
que los dominicanos residentes en el 
extranjero tengan una representacion 
legislativa. 

Acordaron modificar el regimen que 
favorece la territorialidad sobre la 
filiacion para otorgar la nacionalidad 
y esperan ahora darle mas importancia 
a la consanguinidad, lo cual privilegia 
la descendencia sobre el territorio 
para otorgar la nacionalidad, explico 
la analista politica Rosario Espinal. 
Otros puntos pactados incluyen 
modemizar las fuerzas armadas y la 
policia. 

“El acuerdo contribuye al desarrollo 
del nuevo liderazgo a lo intemo de 
los partidos politicos y a la estabilidad 
democratica del pais”, aseguro Vargas 
Maldonado. □
